MANILA; Nov: 21, via ahi | Francisco, 
Dec. 19.—Belated mail reports have reached 
Manila of an expedition on the Island of 
Cebu last month by a small force of. Amer- 
ican soldiers of the Sixth Infantry, which 
was repulsed by insurgents, mainly through 
the desertion of native allies, upon whom 
the Americans depended. 

Two of the Americans were killed and two

The news of General wton’s death 
brought grief to army headquarters !n the 
Puilman Building yesterday. Several cf the 
officers had been his intimate friends. 

General Thomas M. Anderson, Commander 
of the Department of the Lakes, who was 
succeeded by Lawton in Manila, and who 
served with him against the Kiowas and 
Commanches, said: 

** Lawlon was one of the bravest men who 
ever lived, cool, and determined in a degree 
that heightened the quality of his bravery. 
He was a man of great energy. He seemed 
to not feel hardship, fatigue, or discomfort 
in the field. He was a good-hearted man, 
generous, and with no petty jealousies, He 
was too big a man to envy another. He was 
a splendid soldier in every respect. I loved 
Lawton and I feel so badly about his death 
I cannot talk of him now as I would wish.’’ 

Colonel E. L. Huggins of the department 
stafi-said: ‘‘ When Lawton was fighting the 
Indians he would whip them and then suc- 
ceed in making good friends with them, His 
honesty seemed to impress them." 

Colonel Barr, Judge Advocate, sald: 
* Lawton was an intimate friend of mine 
and I feel a personal loss through his death. 
He was a man of great attainments and a 
born fighter.” 

Colonel Lee, Chief Quartermaster, said: 
“ He was a man of splendid courageand was 
always found in the front rank when an at- 
tack was being made... He was extremely 
popular among his men. His friends in‘the 
army are shocked at the news of his death.” 

Senator John C. Spooner of Wisconsin, 
who was at the Auditorium, said: ‘ His 
death is a great loses to his country, which 
he has served so long and with such distinc- 
tion. ‘was an ideal leader."’

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TO RAISE LAKE LEVELS. 


CONGRESS RECEIVES REPORT OF 
DEEP WATERWAYS ENGINEERS. 


Commission Advises Building of Sub- 
merged Weir and Sluices Below Buf- 
falo Harbor—Will Regulate Depth 
in Erie, Huron, and St. Clair—Esti- 
mated Cost #3,300,000—Is Interna- 
tional Work—Great Benefit to Navi- 
“ gation During Shipping Months. 


‘Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—[Special.J— 
Begretary Root submitted to Congress the 
report of the Board of Engineers on deep 
waterways, which deals with the regulation 
of the level of Lake Erie and the upper 
lakes, It is preliminary to the construction 
of deep waterways between the great lakes 
end Atlantic tide waters. There are two 
ways of regulating the lake levels. One is 
t construct a dam with regulating sluices 
neross Niagara River below Tonawanda, 
N. Y., and the other is to construct a sub- 
merged weir in confiettion with a set of 


regulati sluices at the foot of the lake 
As it would 


of propetty and the construction of several 
miles of dikes to safely maintain the im- 
pounded water above the level of the ad- 
jacent country at a total cost of $12,000,000 
the first plan will have to be abandoned. 
‘The second one is feasible and would be 
commercially a good investment. It would 
coset $3,300,000. 

There is little doubt but that at the pres- 
ent session active steps will be taken to 
construct.the dam. Representative Corliss 
has already introduced a bill upon the sub- 
ject which has been favorably received.

Operation of the Canadian government will 
have to be secured. Discussing the levels 
of the lakes and their regulation, Engineer 
George Wisner says in the report: 


Argument of Engineers. 
“Under the influence of varying relative 
Supply, @vaporation, and discharge the 
monthly mean level of Lake Erie has had an 
extreme variation of 4.6 feet during the last 
seventy years. The low level generally oc- 


‘ours at a time of year when navigation is 


most active. If the level of the lake could 
be constantly maintained at or near a high 
stage navigation would be greatly benefited 
by securing.a maximum depth at the time 
when it is most needed and by the practical 
deepening of the lake harbors. 

“'T> maintain the level of the lake at or 
yiear some fixed stage the discharge must be 


- eontrolled so that it will always be approx- 


imately equal to the difference between the 
supply of water to the lake and the evapora- 
tion from its surface. 

** In the case of Lake Erie thie can only be 
mccomplished by establishing regulating 
works in or near the discharging waterway. 
These works must bé sé arranged that they 
‘will not only maintin the level of the lake 
at or near the fixed stage adopted, but also 
so that they will produc® no injurious effects 
upon the lakes and waterways from which a 
part of the supply is derived or upon those 
which receive the discharge. 

“This is the problem whith. the board has 
Snvestigated. The board’ is of the opinion. 
that the best lotathin for wérks for regulat- 
fing the level of Lake 4 atthe foot of 
the lake just below Buffaia harbor... ‘The lo- 
cation In the Niagara River below Tona- 
Wanda has been advocated, but the board 
finds, upon Investigation, that regulation by 
works at this point would be leas effective 
and much more expensive than at the adopt- 
ed location. 

“* The works projected by the board are de- 
signed to distribute the discharge of the 
lake so as to reduce its variation of level toa 
simall amount. The result cannot be at- 
tained by the use of submerged fixed weirs 
only, and a series of sluices is added to se- 
eure in combination with fixed weirs the 
control desired.

The sluices, 
thirteen in number, of the Stony type, will 
each have an opening of eighty feet, making 
an aggregate of 1,040 feet.

lated, and in the opinion of the board amply 
provide for conditions more ne 
than any recorded.

The brief statement by the court, given 
above, was elaborated by sige Minshall, in 
part as follows:

Response from Central Illinois to Sug- | 
gestion That Birds from India Jf 


May Be Introduced. 


Sportsmen of central Illinois, following the 
Suggestions of ex-Mayor Hempstead Wash 
butne and other members of the Swan Lake 
Shooting club, are agitating the project of 
“planting ’’ the game birds of India and 
other countries, as well as quail. They an 
nounce their sympathy with the bill intro- 
duced in the last Congress providing for th 
preservationof game by the national govern- 
ment on the lines followed by the Fish com- 
mission in stocking streams.- 

‘The ‘ planting’ of quail and other game 
birds is feasible,” said W. O. Blaisdell of 
Macomb, in a communication to THE TrRIB- 
UNE.
